I LEGEND  TOLD 

ilie  Timp  legend  concerns  “Red  Eagle” 
a“Utahna,”  the  young  Indian  maiden 
i'^was  sacrificed  on  the  rugged  moun- 
t!! 

' flie  myth  ends  as  the  hearts  of  the  dead 
i^s  merge  into  the  Great  Heart  of  Tim- 


panogos, an  actual  heart-shaped  stalactite 
in  Timpanogos  Cave. 

The  legend  was  originated  by  the  late 
Dr.  Eugene  L.  Roberts  who  instigated  the 
annual  Timp  climb  in  1912. 

Variety  numbers,  sing-along  music,,  and 
the  awarding  of  “Timp  Sticks”  will  con- 
clude the  program. 

The  Timp  Sticks  are  presented  to 
honored  guests  — the  participant  from 
farthest  away,  the  oldest  person  present, 
the  largest  family  and  others. 

Those  wishing  to  spend  the  night  near 
the  mountain  may  remain  at  Aspen  Grove; 
they  must  provide  their  own  sleeping  bags 
and  food. 

EARLY  START 

Climbers  may  begin  the  hike  any  time, 
but  the  majority  are  expected  to  start 
climbing  at  5 a.m.  Radio  operators  and 
first  aid  men  will  be  stationed  along  the 


trail  for  emergency  assistance  after  that 
time. 

A shelter  at  Emerald  Lake  will  provide 
a resting  place  for  hikers  before  they  make 
the  effort  to  climb  the  final  2,000  feet  be- 
yond the  timberline  to  the  summit. 

Officials  expect  5,000  hikers  to  begin 
and  approximately  one-half  that  number 
to  reach  the  summit.  Summit  badges  will 
be  given  by  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  those  who  reach  the  top  of  the 
mountain. 

GLACIER  RIDE 

After  reaching  the  summit  from  which 
three  Utah  counties  may  be  viewed,  hikers 
will  slide  down  the  several  hundred  yards 
of  glacier  to  reach  the  descent  trail. 

Extensive  plans  have  been  made  for 
security,  crowd  control,  parking  and  high- 
way safety.  The  Utah  Highway  Patrol, 
Utah  County  Sheriff’s  Dept.,  BYU  Alpine 


Club  and  BYU  Security  have  been  as- 
signed. 

According  to  Dr.  Israel  Heaton,  chair- 
man of  the  event,  adequate  parking  will 
be  available.  No  permit  is  required. 

For  the  trek  which  will  last  approxi- 
mately eight  hours,  hikers  should  take 
their  own  light  lunch  and  a cup. 

HEAD  COVERING 

Dr.  Heaton  suggests  that  appropriate 
clothing  include  a light  jacket,  sturdy 
shoes,  an  extra  pair  of  stockings  and  es- 
pecially a head  covering  to  avoid  sunburn. 

Hikers  are  cautioned  to  avoid  leaving 
the  trail  because  of  the  danger  of  rolling 
rocks  injuring  those  below. 

Cash  and  photography  merchandise 
awards  amounting  to  $50  will  be  given  for 
the  best  pictures  taken  of  Timpanogos  and 
last  year’s  hikers.  Photos  will  be  judged 
in  two  classifications— scenic  and  human 
interest.

were  officers  and  stenos  from  BYU 
Security.  Many  of  them  were  vet- 
erans of  actual  narcotics  raids  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

On  the  first  night  of  the  seminar, 
police  officers  from  throughout  the 
County  met  in  the  Wilkinson  Cen- 
ter for  lectures  and  films.  Dale 
Jeffs,  Utah  County  Attorney,  and 
Frank  Butterworth,  Deputy  Attor- 
ney, lectured  on  current  narcotics 
statutes  in  Utah. 

Captain  Swen  Nielsen,  who  has 
worked  on  the  vice  squad  with  the 
Los  Angeles  Police  Department, 
lectured  on  narcotics  identification 
and  on  current  narcotics  trends 
and  Lt.  Forshee  of  the  Provo  City 
Police  Department  spoke— in  con- 
junction with  a slide  presentation 
—on  the  problem  of  marijuana. 

FIELD  PROBLEMS 
On  the  second  night,  the  group 
was  divided  into  teams  to  partici- 
pate in  the  field  problems.  Sgt. 
Sherwood  produced  and  directed 
this  part  of  the  seminar. 

The  “action”  was  so  true-to-life 
that  a transient  “hippie”  from  De- 
troit who,  by  a coincidence ' saw 
the  party  and  tried  to  join  the  fun, 
only  to  be  identified  and  handled 
by  Security. 

The  field  problems  took  the 
teams  all  over  the  city.  This  was 
planned  in  order  to  give  partici- 
pants some  experience  in  covert 
surveillance,  tailing  and  team- 
work. 

SELL  “GRASS" 

One  “case”  began  when  Sgt. 
Hardy  of  BYU  Security,  dressed 
in  sandals,  love  beads  and  his 


wife’s  wig,  sold  some  “grass”  to 
a contact  in  Provo’s  Memorial 
Park.  He  was  accompanied  by  Lt. 
Kelshaw,  who  looked  like  he  had 
just  gotten  off  a D&RGW  freight 
car. 

The  clandestine  meeting  caused 
a great  deal  of  consternation 
among  the  many  uninformed  pic- 
nickers who  were  in  the  park  at 
the  time.  After  some  information 
was  obtained  from  a “reliable 
source,”  a warrant  was  secured 
and  the  raid  on  the  Green  House 
was  prepared. 

The  first  team  to  “bust”  the  “pot 
party”  was  met  by  a darkened 
house,  wierd  music  and  scrambling 
bodies. 

HARD  WAY 

This  group  learned  the  hard  way 
about  proper  custody  of  prisoners 
as  one  “hippie,”  a former  BYU 
athlete  who  is  now  a Security  offi- 
cer, jumped  over  a six-foot  ledge 
with  his  hands  cuffed  behind  him 
and  fled. 

One  couple  at  the  party— care- 
fully chaperoned  by  official  observ- 
ers—assumed  a somewhat  compro- 
mising position  to  test  the  officers’ 
reaction.  These  “situations,”  fre- 
quently involving  juveniles,  occur 
regularly  at  parties  of  this  type. 

In  the  opinion  of  those  in  attend- 
ance, the  seminar  was  a complete 
success.  In  addition  to  the  valuable 
experience,  each  participant  ob- 
tained a feeling  of  cooperation  and 
teamwork  was  increased  am.ong 
the  law  enforcement  agencies  in 
Utah  County.
